THE FATE OF BABIES.

AURORA (IIL) Nov. 14.—The gov- 
ernment of the United States has tak- 
en up the challenge of Newsholme, an 
English statistician, that each year 
300,000 American babies under l-year 
old die unnecessarily. Mies Julia 
Lathrop, director of the children's de- 
partment of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, told of the plans in 
an address last night before the con- 
vention of the IIlinois Federation of 
Women's Clubs. “The child bureau 
has begun a sweeping inquiry into 
the reasons why these children die,”

going to the birth, not the death rec-

The assassination of the Spanish Prime 
Minister, Senor Jose Canalejas y Mondes, 
adds another to the problematical political 
crimes of the world. The meager news so 
far cabled under Spanish censorship” pre- 
supposes the assassin to be an anarchist 
and the circumstances would seem to ‘point 
to that fact. Anarchy aims solely at the 
destruction of constituted power, govern- 
ing strength, without logical cause or rea- 
son.
